NORTHWEST INDIAN CASE. 

Report That Uie Tribesmen of Almighty 
Voice Have Gone on the 
Rampage. 

Winnipeg, June 18.— A Begina, N.W. 
T,, dispatch to the Free Press says: 

The irritation among the Indians in 
consetjuenco of the killing of Almiglity 
Voice and his companions by the police 
is assuming un ugly 8aa))e. Fifteen In- 
dians have attacked the farm of BIr. 
Gordon, between Saskatoon and Duck 
Lake, and killed all the cattle in the 
corral. 

A detachment of Northwest Mounted 
Police left Eegina tliis morning to pro- 
coed to the spot by train. They will 
join a second detachment at Nut Lake. 
It is believed that the instigator of the 
outrages is a. family connection of Al- 
mighty Voice, called Alinigbty Voice's 
brother. •' 

WiNNii'ix!, June 14.— The latest news 
ot the Indian troubles near Dnok Lake is 
to the ell'uct that it is not known posi- 
tively that any cattle havo been killed. 
The diauontents are from One Arrow's 
reserve, whore " Almiglity Voice " lived, 
and they complain that they liave not 
received tlioir rations and have no food. 
They had, therefore, left the reservation 
to dig roots, and it is believed did not 
hesitate to kill cattle. These facts were 
telcixraphed by Cominisflioner Herch- 
mor, N.VV.M.P,, to Commiesioner For- 
get, who replied from Swift Currentthat 
if the men will go back ^o the reserves 
they will be fed.' -Inspector Wilson, of 
Duck Lake, waa instiucted by wire that 
the police are to endeavor, to persuade 
the Indians back to the reserve and 
tlieio feed them. They are to arrest those 
oiilv wlio liavo been" cattle killing or 
stealing, and even with these every ef- 
fort is to be used to induce a voluntary 
surrender.

London, June 14.— The Masonic meet- 
ing at the Bpysd; Albert Hall this after- 
noon in commemoration of the Queen's 
Diamond Jubilee' wnq a notable function 
The hall .was packed by over 10,000 
Masons in gorgeous regalia. The Prince 
of Wales and the Duke of Connaught 
arrived at 4 o'clock, preceded by trum- 
peters Bounding fanfares. The grand 
oflicers lined the aisle to the dins. 
The Prince of Wales, and Grand Master 
of JCngland, followed by an imposing stall' 
composed of Grand officers, moved to 
the sound of the majestic music to liis 
throne, where, surrounded by a brilliant 
phalanx of officers, he was received and 
greeted in the united form of salutation 
reserved for his high station. 

The Princo then cUdressed the audi- 
ence and announced that the admission 
fees for the ceremony amounted to X7

A Bomb Thrown on Sunday Failed of Oam- 
aglng Effect— A Curious Prediction. 

Pakis, June 13 — An attempt was made 
to-day to asBaBBiaate Felix Faure, presi- 
dent of the French Republic, while he 
was en route to Long Champs to witness 
the Grand Prix. While M. Faure's car- 
riage waa passing a thicket near La Gas- 
cade resiauranf; in the Boisde Boulogne, 
a bomb, which subsequently proved to 
be a piece of tubing about six inches 
long and two inches in diameter, with a 
thickness of half an inch, charged with 
powder and swan shot, exploded. No 
one was injured by the explosion, a 
man in the crowd suspected as tlie prime 
mover was arrested. He gave bis name 
as Gallet, and made only the briefest 
replies to questions put to him by the 
police. 

To-day's attempt on the life of M 
Faure was made on the very spot where 
Bereowski tried to shoot the Czar while 
driving to the military review at Long' 
champs in 18G7, and where Franchois, a 
lunatic, fired h is revolver, at M. Faure on 
July last. Having this in mind the 
police took extra precautions. 

It is a curious fact that yesterday the 
Petite Eepublique Francaise published a 
statement declp.ring that the police were 
busy organizicg an incident for Mr. 
Faure'a visit to Russia, suggesting that 
a nimble clown would lie dressed in rags 
and jump upon the step of the Presi- 
dent's carriage, brandishing a homicidal 
weapon. 

The I'residential carriage and cortege 
were travelling at a smart gallop. It 
was after 3 o'clock, and M. Faure was a 
little late. During the momentary panic 
M. Faure and his wife with remarkable 
presence of mind eat back in their car- 
riage, exhibiting praisen'orthy calm- 
ness. The impressionable French crowd, 
ever quick to recognize courage, cheered 
them to the echo.

Penitentiary Chaplain Retained on the Roll 
Alter Discussion— The Aged 
and Infirm Fund. 

Wi.NN-ii'F.a, June 14. — (Special) — At 
this afternoon's session of the General 
Assembly, lie v. Thomas ScouUar, of 
New Westminster, applied to have his 
name retained on the roll of the Fresby- 
tery of Weatminstor, be having resigned 
his pastorate and accepted the chap- 
laincy of the penitentiary. Rev. Dr. 
Laing opposed the granting of tlie re- 
quest, liolding that it would not be con- 
stitutional to retain on the roll a minister 
who is doin;,' work not under the direc- 
tion of the cluirch. Rev. Dr. Houston 
replied that Mr, Kcoullur iB doing jjurely 
ministerial work, not secular work- I-!ev. 
Dr. Worilen showed by reading fronj the 
constitution that tlie General Assembly 
bad tlie power, by special enactment, to 
place a name on the roll. The petition 
was then eranted. 

Mr, J. K. Macdonald, convener, pre- 
sented the report of the aged and infirm 
miniaters' fund, Western section. Pro- 
gress was reported in the collection of 
.fl,000 arrears. There was an- increase 
of nearly $500 for interest. There were 
over 700 ministers in the Western sec- 
tion. 

This evening's session of the assembly 
was devoted to an address on foreign 
missions.

Lo.\DON, June 14.— All the morning 
papers comment upon the speeches of 
the Duke of Devonshire and Wilfrid 
Laurier, the Canadian Premier, at a ban- 
quet given on Saturday evening in Liv- 
erpool by the Ohamber of Oommerce; 

The Ddk'e of Devdnshire/siieakirig as 
the president of the British Empire 
League, said : " While we continue to 
believe that free trade is the best and 
wisest policy for this country, we can 
all see that the virtues and results which 
were expected to follow free trade have 
not been realized, and the propriety of 
its univeraal adoption has-been falaiued. 
Yet tho.OobdenitesBtill seek to persuade 
us that it is best that Great Britain 
should be the only free trade country in 
the world. During the last fifty years 
we have learned by painful experience 
that neitlier old nor new markets are 
opening to us by the influence of free 
trade alone, ana that if we want to pro- 
vide the increasing commerce necessary 
for the support of our increasing popu- 
lation we mnst find those markets our- 
selves, and not.neglect^.tbe.opportiinitv 
of expanding and consolidating 'the col- 
onies." - 
Premier Laurier in |the course of his 
response, said : " The feeling dominating 
Canada is one of pride in. her local au- 
tonomy and legialative,' liberty; connect- 
ed with imperial unity; "Whatever errors 
there may have been in the past, the 
past is closed forever, and a.new era has 
dawned aiid allegiance is accepted iu 
Canada by all. The general sentiment 
la for closer commercial union. The 
time may come when the present con- 
ditions of citizenship will be felt to be 
inadequate. A solution for tliis wiir be 
found in the old British principle of 
representation." 

Most of to-day's comments upon these 
speeches are in a tone of lively satis- 
faction. 

The Times says : This silent, gradual 
process of awakening throughout the 
country to the trade question Jias brought 
about astonishing change, which ia now - • 
beyond all controversy. , The. recent 
tarifl legislation in Canada and the'dis-- t 
cuseion as to Australian' confederation 
seem to>indicate that we may be on the 
eve of'^Bome- remarkable .development, 
but the remarks of Mr. Laurier and 
those of some of ^ the: Australian :ihini8- 
ters showed signs that "all is not plain 
sailing. 

The Morning Post says : The Duke of 
Devonshire's epeecli is a funeral oration 
on the CoDdenite school. It is obvious 
that the lead taken over the seas on this 
question finds a response in the growing 
opinion of the British people. 

The Standard says: The Duke of Dev- 
onshire's caudor was complete and cred- 
itable. • . . 

The Daily News contends that Mr. 
Laurier'a tariff proposing to discriminate 
in favor of British goods is a remarkable 
step toward the repeal ' of the customs 
duties within the British Empire. It 
thinks it inexcusable that the Duke of 
Devonshire shouldloin inTory calumnies 
against John Bright, and reminds him 
that Mr. Laurier is the head of a Liberal 
ministry and that Canada is a perfect 
e.xample of successful home rule. 

The Daily News concludes its editorial 
by urging the government to denounce 
the German and Belgian treaties. 

Tho Daily Chronicle saya it must bo 
admitted that the Duke of Devonshire 
represents a good deal of boating opinion, 
but we Bhal) do our colonial friends ill 
service if we lead them to suppose that 
England will ever join the protectionist 
ring. We think it a very doubtful policy 
to denounce the treaties with Germany 
and Belgium and thereby risk losing a 
far greater volume of trade in order to 
gain a slight advantage with Canada, 
whoae trade must, sooner or later, by 
the laws of nature, be largely concerned 
with American markets.

to abandon the great t)rinciples of free 
trade, we deevro rather to follow in your 
free trade lead, trading where trading is 
imoat natural. Protection must weaken 
•you and 80 hurt the Dinpife, and Cau- 
iada as part of it. " 

Asked as to the Dnke of Devonshire's 
iBcheme of Imperial naval defence under 
'•which the West Indies are being forti- 
ifled, Mr. Laiurier said : " There is only 
•one country with whom Canada ever 
'Could be at war. That country is the 
'tlnited States, and -war with the'United 
States is a contingency I refuso to dis- 
CUBB. Such a war would not bo only a 
'folly, bat a crime. That being so, what 
need has Canada of great scliemes of 
naval defence. We are devoted to Brit- 
ish rule, and grateful for it, but we are 
aatiatied as we are until the need arises 
in the conrse of our national 'develop- 
ment for a chiinge." 

These utterances, in view of Mr. Laur- 
ior's precedence among the colonial pre- 
miers, cannot fail to have great ellect 
upon the Imperial policy, which is un- 
doubtedly preparing for an important 
new departure.

The rush of preparations for tlie Dia- 
mond Jubilee has now set in, for it is 
only a week to the great event that will 
be celebrated throughout the Empire, 
Victoria's celebration will draw large 
numbers of people from outside places, 
for posters and jirogrannnes have been 
distributed as far south as Portland and 
as far east as Spoi:ane, in Washington, 
as well as throughout British Columbia. 

Details are being arranged for the 
great Thanksgiving service at Beacon 
Hill, and to-day no doubt will see the 
carpenters at work putting up platforms 
for the massed choirs and bands, facing 
the hill and opposite Corrig College, the 
square of troops and the concourse of so- 
cieties and general public extending up 
the hill. Tlie Admiral and some of bis 
ollicers, the Lieutenant-Governor, Mayor 
and aldermen, clergy and others will be 
present, and the service promises to be 
a most imposing spectacle. 

The Mayor has received a letter from 
the captain of the'U.S.S. Oregon accept- 
ing on behalf of the veaael the invitation 
to the celebration, and as a result special 
races for the United States bluejackets 
will be arranged at the regatta on the 
Arm. The Quamichan Indians are tak- 
ing a big interest in the regatta and 
promise to Bend down over a dozen 
canoes. 

All kinds of oilers are being sent in to 
the secretary by people who want to 
make a few dollars out of the celebra 
tion, among them one from a tight-rope 
walker, who asks only $S0O to exhibit. 

Excursions will be ruu from various 
places and the transportation companies 
are giving special rates for the celebra 
tion days. An excursion from Comox is 
coming on Monday, the boat being met 
at Nanaimo by an E. & N. special train, 
arriving here at or JO a.m. 
and returning on Tuesday at midnight 
to connect with the Comox boat on Wed- 
nesday. There will be double service on 
the E. & N. during the three days of the 
celebration, the Sunday train for Na- 
naimo being held till 8:15 p.m.., so that 
people may arrive by the noon train, be 
present at the open-air service and re- 
turn the same evening. 

There are any number of jubilee 
souvenirs to be seen in the shop windows 
nowadays— medals and buttons in com- 
memoration of the Diamond Jubilee, 
prints, and some of them very artistic 
of Her Majesty, bunting in the shape of 
flags or with crowns and the years 1S37- 
1807 printed on them in colors, in fact 
an endless variety of cheap or expensive 
mementoes of all kinds. 

The special committee on decorations 
have published a notice oflering $50 for 
the best decorated premises, and |26 for 
the second in order of merit. This 
should be an additional incentive to 
citizens to nse their inventive faculty 
and produce something original and 
elaborate. It is to be hoped that all 
will enter heartily into this branch of 
the celebration, aa the wherewithal to 
make a show is not only plentiful in the 
city, but comparatively cheap. Chinese 
lanterns at 75c. per dozen should enable 
every householder in the city to do 
something in the way of an illumination. 
Jiven less costly than this and perhaps 
quite as efl'ective is the grouping of a 
few small candles in each window.

REVOLUTION IN HONDURAS. 

A Slight Disruption in the Central American 
Republic the Only News by the 
" Amphion " 

II. M.S. Amphion, the fast cruiser of 
the North Pacific squadron, around 
which so many interesting memories 
cluster, joined the flagship in Esquimalt 
harbor last evening, and will according- 
ly bo hero to take her part in the cel- 
ebration festival. She has not been, as 
common report had her, visiting 
the Hawaiian islands, but has 
been making a leisurely voyage 
around from Great Britain, calling 
at all the Southern anil Central 
American ports since meeting the flag- 
ship on her recent southern cruise, and 
then receiving the instructions of the 
admiral. No mails for two months and 
no news anywhere constitutes the bur- 
den of the report of the trip just com- 
pleted, alLhoiiuh a revolution was re- 
ported to be in progress at Honduras 
when tliat agitated republic was iiaaeed 
live weeks ago. The Aiiiphioii'.s ollicers 
had no opportunity to acciuaint them- 
selves with the eauge of the disorder; in- 
deed, revohitiona are so common a thing 
in those mercurial republics of the 
tropics aa to e.\ito but mild midsummer 
curiosity. Though greatly improved 
by her practical rebuilding since last on 
this stalior, the Ami)l!ion liaa still the 
appearance of an old familiar friend.

OPPOSITION QUERIES. 

If we are not mistaken the Wellington 
Enterprise owes its inspiration to the 
tliird party in the provincial legislature. 
As it wns not so long Jit;o that the tlilid 
party wag a loyal supporter of the pro 
vinciiil administration, it is somewhat 
siogiilar that he .should have taken 
up the gauntlet, which the old op 
position Qtaudard bearers have as yet 
left unnoticed. Wtiether thia exempli 
ties the axiomatic ardoi of a new cou' 
vert or is bimply a new illustration of 
the manner in which some people rush 
in where some other people fear to 
tread, we shall not stop to inquire, but 
will proceed directly to the questions 
which it propounds. These questions 
are three in number. The Srat is : 

"Whose fault was it, we would like to 
know, that there was no defence some 
three years ago to the appeal of the Vic 
toria Lumber Co. from the jiuleinent of 
Judge Harrison, whereby that company 
was ordered to pay the sum of ^75,000 in 
taxes? It was the fault of the Attorney- 
General, who baa since acknowledged 
that he was too busy with the election to 
attend to the allaira of the Province. 

The Colonist in ita challenge in re 
gard to the office of Attorney-General 
expressly limited it to the period sioco 
Mr. Eberta has been in ofSce, for it was 
clearly necessary to fix a limit some 
where. Wo might, therefore, pass the 
question by witboiit reply, because it 
refers to eomething which took phu e 
during the Attorney-Generalship of 3Ir, 
Eberts' predecesBor. Bat if the Enter- 
prise will take the trouble to look the 
matter up in the law reports, it will 
find that the case was before the courts 
not three years ago, ljut four years ago, 
and that so far from there having Ijeen 
no defence to the appeal, the Deputy 
Attorney-General appeared in court aiu 
argued against the appeal. Jf the JOu 
terprise were familiar with provincial 
afTairs it would know also that Mr, 
Eberts, after taking ofTice, advised 
against acceptini^ as conclusive the deci- 
sion given in 1898 and that on his 
recommendation the Victoria Lum 
ner Company was again assessed, that 
an appeal from tlmt aas^sament was 
taken and the appellate court decided in 
favor of the aaseesment, thus overruling 
the former decision. The Victoria Lum 
her Company contemplate taking the 
case before the Privy Council. So far, 
therefore, as Mr. I'iherts and the assL'sa 
ment of the lauds of the Victoria Lum 
Ijer Company are concerned the Province 
has been a distinct gainer for a reversal 
of the judgment declaring the lands not 
subject to taxation has been obtained. 

The second question relates to Koksi 
lab vs. liegina. Thia is the quarry case, 
and as it ig now before the courts, it is 
not a legitimate subject of iiewBp.ij)er 
controversy. When^ it has been finally 
disposed of the course taken by the At- 
torney-General and the reault of the 
case may very properly be discussed. 

The third question la i 

Who is responsible for the failnro of 
the hieutenaiit-Governor to give eU'ecLto 
the Alien J^abor or Cluiiese Labor 
liill (as it is jiroperly called) at the close 
of the Provincial Legislature? 

The I'^nterpriae iitiawers its (]ueatioii 
l)y declaring that the Attoruey-Genoral 
IB responsible . in the premisea, because 
the Lieutenant'Goveror " ia, in ouropin- 
ion, in a matter of this kind, too well 
posted in hia duties as one of the Domin- 
ion staff to assume the reopoiisihilily of 
It vicarious diaiillowance." But the fact 
of the case is that the LieiUenant-Gov 
crnor did assume the responalbility as a 
3)ominion ollicer of withholding his asr 
Bent to the bill in question— ho did not 
diaallbw it, vicariously or otherwlae. 
Tbo Enterprise'says : ' 

Tt will be found, when the proper time 



arrives to call for the papers, that the 
Attorney-General, with his usual dupli- 
city, has recommended the withholding 
of the assent of the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor. 

Nothing of the kind ever will be found . 
There' never :5raa the:leaat,> question tlmt 
the Lieutehant-Governor atited in thia 
matter independently of his advisers 
and aa a Federal oflicer, the only ques- 
tion being as to whether for his action 
he had, directly or indirectly, Federal 
sanction. The Enterprise, in making 
thia charge against the Attorney-Gen- 
eral, has timply drawn upon its imagin- 
ation. It is wholly untrue, as every one 
will know, if any member of the Ilouee 
takes the trouble when the legislature 
again meets to move for papers on the 
subject. 

CLAIMS OF OUR SEALERS. 

The Victoria sealers who have been 
interviewed in regard to Mr, J^eopold 
Boscowitz'a statements in London, do 
not appear to agree with him. They 
take the position that if it is necessary 
for international reasons to so restrict 
their btiainesa as practically to destroy 
it, the British government ia in duty 
bound to see that they are fully com- 
pensated for their loss. 

There can no longer be any (juestion 
aa to the legal right of the Canadian 
sealers to puraue their avocation on the 
liiih seas. X^eilher ia there any doubt 
that the Imperial goveruuient nuiy take 
fiway this right, so far as that can bo ef- 
fected by rest:ricting or absolutely pro- 
hibiting sealing to bo done by veascls 
flying the Britiab flag. But it ia surely 
only fair if, for Imperial rensons, the 
business of Canadian sealers is to bo 
■aaerificed, they should be compensated 
for their losses. Thia claim is, at least, 
in harmony with the old-faahioned ideas 
of British fair play. 



as to-day. The British Empire is a 
silent but tremendous force working for 
peace everywhere, and ita strength lies 
in its naval aupremacy, which .ia. not 
only unquestioned, but ia' beyond any 
possible questioning. " When I look at 
your navy," said a Fiench officer at 
Crete, " I am -.nclinpil to despair. Wo 
are a thousand inilea to the leeward of 
you in efficiency and you are speeding 
away so fast that we can never hope to 
overtake you." ' 

It may bo worth mentioning, for the 
bene&t of a certain unreasonable critic, 
that OoL Prior, M.P., was not selected 
as a member ot Mr. Laurier's stafT for 
political reasons, but because of his 
prominence in Canadian militia affairs. 
He commanded the Wimbledon team on 
one octasion, has been President of the 
Dominion .\rtillery Association, and has 
always been recognized aa a creditable 
representative of Canada's citizen soldi- 
ery. Since the critic in question declines 
to go to Col. Prior for leasons in polite- 
ness, he might with advantage take some 
lessons in that direction from Mr. Laur- 
ier, and cease to follow that gentleman 
to Loudon with insults to a prominent 
member of his stafl". 

A KKruitT reaches the Colonist from 
Seattle to the effect that the Great North- 
ern liailway, or, moro correctly eiieak- 
ing, a company of capitalists with James 
J. Hill at ita head, contemplates the con 
atruction of a line of railway through 
Kootonay, Cariboo anil Caesiar to the 
Yukon. We give the story for what it is 
worth, ami with the (inalirication that it 
is undoubtedly very premature, al 
though that such a line will be built in 
the not very remote future is highly pro 
bable. 



THE INFLUENCE OF BRITAIN. 

The assembling of the Flying Squad- 
ron eighteen mouths ago was somewhat 
spectacular, and certainly produced a 
very profound impression upon all 
civilized nations ; but naval authorities 
concede that it waa a small afTair com- 
pared with the naval demonstration now- 
being made in the Mediterranean. This 
remarkable gathering of war vessels is 
admitted on all sides to be the tinest 
Ueet ever got together, and one compe- 
tent authority says that as a fighting 
force no nation ot combination 
of nations could produce its equal. 
The fleet consists of forty-two 
vessels all told, and in point of homo- 
jrBiieity and efficiency there ia nothing 
like them any where in the world. They 
are an exhibition of prowess that can- 
not possibly be misunderstood. They 
make Great Britain absolately supreme 
in the Mediterranean. Germany, whose 
Emperor seems to think he has a heaven- 
sent mission to regulate the whole of 
creation, and who talks rather wildly 
about what Germany can do beyond the 
seas, was able to send only a small 
cruiser to share in the demonstration oil 
the coast of Crete. What is still more 
remarkable is the fact that with all his 
great army the Kaiser could not spare a 
detachment to assist in the occupation 
of Candia. We have been told that he 
stood beiiiiid the Sultan and waa pre- 
pared to support him in setting Great 
Britain at defiance; but when the time 
came and the fate of Tfaeaaaly was to be 
settled, it waa not the voice of Germany, 
but that of Britain which prevailed. 

In South Africa an interesting drama 
18 being enacted. As most people know, 
the Transvaal is separated from the 
ocean by a narrow strip of laud belong- 
ing to I'ortuL'al, on which is the port of 
Delagoa, the only really lirst class har- 
bor along hu ndreds of miles of coast. 
The dispatches have announced that 
harbor ia now in possession of Great 
Britain, Possibly the announcement ia 
premature; but it is a fact, nevertheless, 
that a British S(pindron ie dr Jnr.lo in 
poaaeasion, and, if necessary, a British 
army corps of 130,000 men could bo 
thrown into the country in a few weeks. 
That Germany could hope to dislodge 
such a force arid send soldiers into the 
Transviial ia the dream of an idle brain 
t;erinany could not send 30,000 men 
anywhere outaido of I^nrope. Wo do 
not pretend to foresee what the 
denouement of the South African 
drama will be; but of this we feel very 
sure, that the TransYaal will have to set- 
tle the difficulty with the British Gov- 
ernment alone. The demonstration at 
Delagoa Bay is probably simply intend- 
ed to show President Krugor that ho will 
count ill vain for any aaaistance from 
Ciennany, and lead liiiu to become a lit- 
tle more ready to listen to reason than 
he has lately been. 

We have likewise lately been treated 
to stories aa to the tremendous growth of 
French influence in Abyssinia, and the 
statement liaa been nuide that when the 
Anglo-Egyptian t'X|)e<lition jjot beyond 
Kliurtoum, if it ever does, it would 
be met by the soldiers of Xing Menolik 
eo- operating with a French force from 
somewhere to the Bontheast. There were 
serious geographical objections to this 
programme; but geography never yet 
cut any figure with the average Anglo- 
phobist, This little atory has been set 
at reat by a Btatemoiit from Xing Mene- 
lik himself that ho has the most friendly 
feeling possible.for Great Britain and is 
in no sense under French influence. 

In view of what is transpiring in all 
parts of the world it is safe to say that 
neiyer in the history of Britain has her 
Influence been as widespread and potent

This 
probably means that the OrQw'a Nest 
line ia to be constructed to the foot, or 
south end of Kootenay lake, 40 miles 
south of (Jjeen's bay, and connection 
made by steamers and barges capable of 
carrying cars. This would save the ex- 
pense of building 10 miles of costly rail- 
road until the volume of traflic necessi- 
tated it. — Kossland Miner. ,

Mc- 
Kenzie was in charge of the part.y as 
agent of the Puget Sound Agricultual 
Company, under whose direction Craig- 
ilower farm with its sawmill and flour- 
mill was established, and aa the pro- 
vince grew, a bakery was started there 
for the supply of hard and soft bread for 
the use of Her Majesty's navy. Mr. 
McKenzie died over tv/enty-tliree years 
ago, since which time Mrs. McICenzie 
occupied the farm at Lake Hill, A 
family of two daughters and four sons 
survive her.

Several of the leading sealing men were 
yesterday interviewed uponfthe press dis- 
patch from London, published on Sun- 
day, saying that there was some possi- 
bility of the Britisli government re- 
opening the Behring Sea question at the 
solicitation of the United States. The 
unanimous opinion on this subject Was 
that there was a North American Oom- 
mercial Go. tinge about the whole inter- 
view with Mr. Liebes, president of that 
big Alaskan monopoly, that showed that 
in his case the wish was father to the 
tliought. The company are naturally 
anxious to get all competitors out of the 
way and it would be a great stroke of 
business, metaphoricall}- si)eakiiig, to 
kill off the Canadian sealers, so that the 
company could then monopolize the 
wiiole trade and dictate prices for skins, 
irrespective of the number of skins 
cauglit. 

Captain J. G. Cox, jiresident of the 
Sealers' Association, being shown Mr. 
Jiiebes' statement that Mr. Leopold Bos- 
cowitz had said all the Canadian sealers 
would be very glad to be bought out, re- 
marked : 

We sealers do not want to sell. We 
have our inherent right to catch seal in 
the open sea, and want to use that right, 
but if Great, IJritain for the purpose of 
lileasing the United St.-jtes places such 
restrictions on our industry as will prac- 
tically destroy it, then we want to be 
paid full compensation for such action 
on tbe part of Great Britain. 

Under existing conditions," con- 
tinued Capt. Cox, " the sealing industry 
ia very precarious owing to the restric- 
tiouB imposed, and any further limita- 
tions would simply kill our business. 

Mr. Liebes makes a false statement 
when he says ' On the one side we 
have the ownership of the property and 
on the otlier side they (the Canadians) 
have legally the right to destroy it.' It 
was distinctly laid down at Paris that 
the United States had no ownerahij) of 
the seals in tbe open sea. They are wild 
animals and no nation had a right to 
claim owneraiiip in them," 

That was the gist of what Capt. Cox 
said, and .Mr. K. B, Marvin substantially 
agreed with him. The only ownership 
that the United States could claim, he 
said, was tbe right to deal with the seals 
on their own territory but not when the 
seals went outside tlie limits of the 
United States. He expressed practically 
the same views as did Captain Cox 
in reference to Mr. Boscowitz'a state- 
ment as to the selling out. Mr, Boscowitz 
was not speaking for the sealers, but the 
efl'oct of it was that if the government 
were going to destroy the buaineas the 
sealers should.be compensated." 

" Supposing tiie sealers were compen- 
sated," saiil Mr. R. Hall, " what right 
would a com])aratively small number of 
sealers have to trade away a national 
right? Buying up our outfits would 
never justify the British government in 
giving up one of the rights of the people 
of Canada to catch seals in the open sea, 
and what's more, I don't believi,; the 
British government would entertain it 
for a moment. The liritiah government 
now ucderstand the situation better

tli.tn ever before, and I ver.v much doubt 
that they will add more restrictions 
upon the industry. If any more restric;- 
tions are put on the businesB it will ruin 
it, and we should certainly expect to be 
indemnilied." 

The statement in tlie dispatch to tbe 
efl'eet that tlic liussian agent had found 
that the majority of skiiiB sent to Lon- 
don were from female seals Mr. Hall de- 
scribed as " Hosli." Nobody could tell 
by examining tbe skins whether they 
were male or female. 

The rostiictions at present in the seal- 
ing buainesa took away tlie chance of 
sealing in the more favorable eeasou, Mr. 
Hall went on to explain. Now sealing 
operations can only begin at the first of 
AngtiBt, from the end of April to begin- 
ning of August being the close season 
in liehring sea. .Tuly .lud August were 
the two best months for sealing, eo tliat 
now tbe proli table time lias ijeen greatl}- 
curtailed. 

Mr, R. .Seabrook, of K. P, Rithet A 
Co., Ltd., remarked that the sealers did 
not want to sell out. What they had 
contended all along was that it was tlie 
regulations and not the jiriees of skins 
that had hurt the bu8ines.«. There had 
been times, said Mr. Seabrook, when the 
prices, owing to changes in fashion, had 
been low, but even with the present 
prices of skins tbe sealers could make 
money were they not hampered as they 
are at present. Any further reBtrictioDS 
would simply mean tbe death of sealing 
as far aa British Columbia was coa- 
cerned. 



UNCLAIMED POST OFFICE LET- 
TERS. 

To Tiiii Editok : — It is to uie a matter 
of much personal gratification to hear 
flucli oft-e.xpressions of approbation of 
the monthly list of anclaimed letters be- 
ing posted up in the office, as was tbe 
custom in former days, inasmuch as it is 
through my persistent efforts it has been 
accomplished, notwithstanding the re- 
hieala I had to encounter from both past 
and present PoKlmaslera-Ueneral. Sir 
Adolpiie Caron replied, saying "he 
thought the postal delivery met all re- 
quirements," nnd Mr. j\iulock was of 
opinion " it would give more trouble 
than it was worth." To meet this difli- 
cully I enlisted the aid of an inllueutial 
friend, wlio some few days ago wrote to 
me as follows : "1 am glad to be able to 
tell you the Postmaster-General has giv- 
en instructions to have a list posted up 
in tbe P.O. of all unclaimed letters, as 
asked by you. Thua you have been in- 
strumental in getting a great boon for 
the people." 

Now, the benefits arising from the list 
having been posted up are already evi- 
dent, for, although only half of the 
month has paassd, some twelve letters 
have been claimed, instead of being con- 
signed to the dead letter oflice. 

But the object of my writing is to show 
the in(;om])letenesa of present list, aa it 
only gives the name and not the full ad- 
dress, which incompleteness becomea 
moat distinctly apparent when there are 
some half dozen of our citizens having 
the same name, any, for instance, W. 
Wilson. 

I liope, tlierefore, when the next list 
ifisucd, thia omiasion will be supplied, ho 
that the full benefits of its being ,poated 
up may bo experienced. ' '

Proceedings at the Last Annual 
Meeting: of Shareholders ia 
. . Montreal. 



Satisfactory Sbowing for the Past 
Year and Good: Prospects for 
the Present One. 



(From the ITontreal Star.) ' 
The annual meeting of the share 
holders of the Bank of Montreal was 
held at the bank this afternoon. - Among 
tliose present were Messrs. H. Mason, 
1']. Kawlings, M. P.urke, .John Crawford, 
Hugh McLennan, John Morrison, M. S. 
Foley, Donald Macmaster, Senator 
O'Brien, W. J. Buchanan, W. W. Ogil- 
vie, F, T. .Tudah, Q.C., Angus Hooper, 
J. W. Howard, representing the estate 
of the late Thomas C. Hatt; Senator 
Drummond, Eichard White, W. C. Mc- 
Donald, G. A. Greene, E. B. Green- 
shields, Hector Mackenzie, Alexander 
Mitchell, H. Drummond, John Jolson, 
Robert Simms, J. M. McCarthy, Wallace 
and Jamea Wilson, jr. 

On motion of Air, John Crawford, 
seconded by Mr. John Morrison, Senator 
Drummond, vice-president, toolc the 
chair, in the absence of Sir Donald A. 
Smith. 

On motion of Senator O'Brien, Messrs. 
W. J. Buchanan and A. W. Hooper were 
appointed scrutineers. 

Mr. Olouston, general manager, then 
read the annual report of the directors, 
after which he delivered the following 
address : 

Beferring to the balance sheet sub- 
mitted to you at tliis meeting, there are 
several important chaiiffea which it may 
1)0 as well to give some explanation of. 
In fact tlie figures without an explana- 
tion would convey a wrong impression. 
The lirat cliance of any importance is an 
increase ol $,1, 791, 000 in deposits not 
bearing interest. This is nearly all of a 
temporary character, caused chiefly by 
government deposits, and will probably 
disappear before long. In dejjosita bear- 
ing interest there is a large increase in 
our savings bank deposits, there are 
some special amounts here which also 
lack permanency. I cannot say that 
bankers at present regard with any great 
tlegree of pleasure the increase in this 
item, particularly when they, like our- 
eelves, are obligeil to lend it abroad at a 
nominal rate. Our cash reserves have 
increased $-111,000, a small amount pro- 
portionately for the increase in liabili- 
ties, but as we are so strong in immedi- 
ately available resources elsewhere, it ia 
a matter of little moment. There is an 
increase of $2,010,000 in the amount due 
us by agents in Great Britain, which ia 
an immediately available asset, though 
not a paying one at present rates. 

The appearance of the item in the 
statement of Dominion and Provincial 
government securities is due chiefly to 
an operation in the bonda of thia prov- 
ince, and will very likely not remain 
there long. Our United States railway 
bonds have increased ,$887,000. This 
item constantly changes, as we are active 
dealers in them, and freiiuent participa- 
tors in ayndicates. 

Our loans have increased $1,050,000, 
principally from a desire on the iiart of 
the business community to pay duties in 
anticipation of a prospective change in 
the tarifl"; partly also from a general 
expansion in our business. Our debts 
secured and unsecured have increased 
if 135,820, not a very largo sum consider- 
ing the trying year we have just com- 
pleted. The same remark applies to 
our profits, which show a falling oil' of 
ifl0,C35. 

Altogether you will admit we are in 
an exceptioniilly strong financial posi- 
tion, but not one in which we can make 
much profit with the present low value 
of money in foreign markets. In fact, 
each succeeding year seems to increase 
the difficulty of maintaining our profits, 
and when, in addition, we are obliged to 
provide for the .'ihrinkage in values 
naturally resulting from the prolonged 
depression in business, it ia almost a 
matter of surprise that wo are able to 
appear before you with so good a state- 
ment as the jnesent. 

It has been said that, like Joseph's 
kine, bankers have seven fat years and 
seven lean ones, and it ought to be 
about timo for the fat ones to coni- 
nieiice, for, since the Baring crisis, in 
1800, the world has experienced a suc- 
cession of financial shocks and diHasters 
without parallel in its history, partly 
the natural result of business depres- 
sion through overtrading, over manu- 
faciuring and other causes, but part of 
it forced on the financial world by those 
who shouUl liave been the buttresses be- 
tween them and harm. 

Whether wo are through with them 
time only can tell. With tho settlement 
of the I'^uropean quection, wliich seems 
probable, at least temporarily, and the 
adjournment of tho legislative bodies 
here and in the United States, tlie bus- 
iness community may have a chance of 
taking breath ami commencing another 
struggle to attain prosperity. In tho 
United States there are signs of the sun- 
shine breaking through the clouds, and 
a particularly bright gleam was Secre- 
tary Gage's statement the other day 
that the present administration was de- 
termined, once the tariflT was out of tho 
way, to take up the question of placing 
the currency of the country on a sound 
basis. With our large interests in the 
United States we naturally give them our 
heartiest sympathies to any effort in that 
direction. 

CaiKula baa fortunately been compar- 
atively frco from liuancial lioreBiea, and 
to that wo owe in a large meaauro our 
immunity from the troubles whicti have 
agitated the neighboring country during 
the last few years. 

In l.^anada the future ia still shrouded 
in uncertainty. Tho past year has been 
very disappointing, a year of increasing 
business depression full of unsettling in- 
cidents, and there have been a consider- 
able number of failures. More will have 
to follow unless some improvement takes 
place this year. The position, so far as 
I can read it, is this, and it seems to me 
a very delicate ono: Any further de- 
pression comingon a community already 
weakened by a long lightagainstadverse 
circumstances, will precipitate a very 
serious stale of affairs, worse than any- 
thing we have yet hatl to encounter. 

On tlio other hand a settlement of tho 
tariir, with a due recrard to vested inter- 
ests, a good crop with fair prices, lenient 
treatment and ludicibua aeBist^rice mean- 



time to those in business may yet makq 
this year the beginning of a prosperpna 
cycle. The position is not by any means 
hopeless. Crop prospects are good in 
the North west, fair in Ontario, 'thoagh 
backward in Quebec. Mineral develop- 
ment stiir continues ini the IVesti'aud ia 
adding daily to the wealth of the conn- 
try. Though ouy lumber trade with the 
United States is not in a satisfactory 
position, our timber trade with England 
is good. 

The manufacture of pulp promises to 
grow into a most important and valu- 
able industry, for in this country we 
have unlimited quiintitieB of tho lineat 
raw material in the world with magnili- 
cent water power and reasonable labor. 

The cheese and butter trade promises 
to be a large one, and wo appear to bo 
on the eve of a largo development in our 
bacon and ham trade. Negotiations, 
judging from the newspapers, are prac- 
tically completed to build a railway into 
the British Columbia mining region. 
This of itself will be almost suUicieut to 
start the hands of the commercial 
barometer towards fair weather. The 
position ia not by any means hopeless, 
but requires careful treatment and all 
the encouragement that can be given. 

If there are any qiiestiona from tho 
shareholders I will have much pleasure 
in replying to them. 

SENATOK DRU.\IJI0ND. 

The Hon. Mr. Drummond hoped that 
the shareholders would agree with tho 
directors in considering the results of 
the year's business as satisfactory, and, 
in view of the times, eminently credit-, 
able to the general manager and staiT. 
The atagnation due to the prevailing 
distress and uncertainty and doubts aa 
to the changes to be made .in the tarifl* 
still prevailed. The victory of the sound 
.money party in the United States had 
failed to re-establish confidence, as the 
successful party had devoted itself more 
to the tarifl' question than to the cur- 
rency. 

There was nothing more dangerous to 
a country's financial stability than fre- 
quent channes in its fiscal policy. The 
sound money battle was said by some 
not to be over, but only postponed. Wo 
were even threatened with an attempt 
to spread the heresy in this country. 
Mr. Drummond held that there waa too 
much law-making constantly going on, 
and men of business were far too much 
diaposed to delegate their public duties 
to men less occupied with business than 
they were themselves. 

Statesmen of all parties deplore the 
absence from their counsels of men of . 
weight and experience in finance, com- 
merce and trade. Refe-ring to the bill 
concerning interest whioh had been in- 
troduced (luring the present session, the 
hon. gentleman said that although the 
intention of the promoter had been 
earnestly to combat an undoubted evil, 
the withdrawal of the measure had been 
in the public interest, as its passage 
would have had a bad ell'ect on legiti- 
mate business. 

The Bank of Montreal was conducting 
its afifairs with n weighty sense of its. 
public responsibility as an inatitiitioa 
with which the credit of the country was. 
bound up. The branch in St. John's, 
Nfid., was solidly established. The 
branches in Denver, Nelson, Bossland 
and Vernon, in the mining districts of 
British Columbia, were also giving sat- 
isfactory reaulta. The outlook in British 
Columbia was promising, as enough 
genuine paying mines had been already 
located to guarantee tho future of the 
recion. 

In Jlanitoba and tlie Northwest things 
had never looked better, and prospects 
in Ontario were satisfactory, while in 
(Quebec and the JIaritime provinces the 
outlook was also hopef'jl. Katea were 
also reported as good as last year, and . 
Mr. Drummond looked for good results 
from improved facilities in handling 
shipments of butter and other perish- 
able freight. He concluded with a re- 
ference to tbe fact of tbe year being 
that of Her Majesty's Jubilee. He con- 
gratulated his brother shareholders that 
Canada would be reproeented in Lon- 
don by one so intimately connected with 
the bank as Sir Donald Smith. 

In Air. Laurier the reputation ot Can- 
ada would not sufi'er in compariaon with 
any portion of the F^mpire, either in 
cliaracter or great qualities. 

Mr. John Morrison made a reference 
to the death of the late.Mr. J. H. P. 
Molson, whom he eulogized warmly, 
and i)roceeded to criticize some of the 
items in the balance sbcot. 

Jlr. John Crawford brought up the 
subject of parallel lines anil quarterly 
dividends. He also thought that the 
shareholders should bo made acquainted 
with the gross receipts and expenses of 
administration, so that they could in- 
form themselves of the ratio between re- 
ceipts and expenses. He also favored - 
tbe system of directors retiring by rota- 
tion. 

The chairman pointed out the objec- 
tions to the adoption of Mr. Crawford's 
auL'geatioua. In arrauRing its dividend 
the bank was obliged to estimate the 
profits of one month, owing to the difli-, 
culty in getting in reports from all its 
branches between the Atlantic and the 
Pacific. If quarterly dividends were to 
he paid it would mean two months' ac- 
tual profita and one month guess work, 
which was undesirable. 

Retirement of directors by rotation 
was desirable or not, according to cir- 
cumstances. It was of the highest im- 
portance in the bank's case that the di- 
rectors should be men of ataiuling in the 
busiucys community and actively engag- 
ed in commerce. The field of choice was 
tlieiefore email, and, besides, a direct- 
or's usefulness increaaed as he gained 
experience.

electrically, gleamed with superb effects. 
Tbe fasc-iiiating " Princess Saudia "float 
showed elear and beautiful, as did the 
" Diamond Grotto," the " Lily of Tua- 
caror," etc. It was all very charming, 
reminiscent of the Jardin Mabille. The 
fireworks were an improvement on Paris' 
best and latest cflects." 

Such ^ chan<;e ia being effected at tbe 
Caledoni'i- ground.s that even the mem- 
bers of that popular organization would 
hardly recognize them. In the centre 
of tlie grounds a mammotb Bta|e 
will bo placed. The Caledonia 
grounds are especially adapted for a 
presentation oi this kind, not only on 
account of their central location, but also 
owing to the fact that tlie shape of the 
field "eiiiuleB the grand stands to be so 
situated as to allbrJ to each occupant a 
clear, unobstructed view of every part of 
tho Htof?'-'' The mechanical effects uned 
in the explosion Ecene, when tbe whole 
side of the castle is apparently blown 
out, are so massive and intricate that it 
requires fully sis hours to rearniuge 
tliem. Mr. I'oUard, master of construc- 
tion, in speaking of the large size and 
quantity of the scenic and mechanical 
effects used in their production, said: 
" An ordinarily large spectacle can be 
set Up ready for production in one day, 
but n presensation of tbe size and mag- 
nitude of the Carnival of Madrid re- 
quires fully fotir days. "We emidcy in 
our scenic and mechanical department 
ten tinces as many men as any other 
show now traveling. All ot our huge 
pieces of scenery, our properties and 
mechanical efl'ectB, including impedi- 
menta used for the great explosion 
eceue, will arrive from Portland, and 
nest Monday our construction corps 
will commence tbe erection of tbe castle, 
etc. 

Tlio Salt Lake Tribune, of August 12, 
189(1, reads as follows : "In a summer 
nnusuflly prolific of splendid ontertain- 
nietit, notiiing has approached in mag- 
nitude, brilliancy, novelty and variety 
the Carnival of Madrid, at .Saltair. The 
man who does not go to see it simply 
fails because lie has no conception of 
what is there. The name is mystifying 
and obscure, but the performance is one 
that knocks in the shade all the shows, 
big or little, that have been seen this 
season-. Saltair is itself so big 
tliat it takes an enormous ex- 
hibit to maintain the proportions. 
Thia tbe Carnival o£ Madrid accom- 
plishes.

Last night two 
fire pictures of startling beauty, compli- 
mentary to tbe city's gueala, were set oil' 
— One a huge figure of a iireman, helmet 
in hand and trumpet to lips, calling his 
men to duty; the other, a. full-size fire 
engine on the way to, a', confiagriition. 
The horses leapedi'throiigh the air, tho 
driver urging them forward, whilo the 
wheels revolved, the! smoke poured up- 
ward find the man behind grasped the 
rails and peered eagerly ahead. It was

ATLANTIC OR PACIFIC? 

On Which Side of the Continent is the Cen- 
trnl American Line to Be. 

Mr. E. K. Sheppard, tho Canadian 
trade commissioner to the republics of 
Central America, is e.xpected to reach 
this city on the evening of tlio 22nd inst., 
and although Victoria will at that time 
be practically given up to the pleasures 
of the cai^nival, tho buBines^s men of the 
community are not likely to overlood bo 
advantageous an opportunity to present 
the claims of this port in connection 
with the project whose success means so 
mucli, not only to the capital bat to tbe 
entire province. 

Preparations are now being made for a 
meeting of members 'of the board of 
trade on the Wednesday morning, and 
it is expected that all others to whoso 
business benefit would naturally result 
through the establishment of a Central 
Ainerican line will also be made heartily 
welcome at this meeting with the com- 
missioner. 

The whole range of products in which 
there could be a profitable interchange 
has already been laid before the Domin- 
ion authorities through tlie enterprise of 
Messrs. F. C. Davidge & Co. ; it now re- 
mains simply for the representatives of 
the inddstriea ioterested to second the 
efforts of the Arm in question by coming 
forward with their corroboration. It is 
by this time a foregone conclusion that 
a connecting lino will bo assisted by the 
Canadian government to foster trade 
witli Central America — ^tlio only open 
question is whether this iino shall bo a 
I'acilic line or via the Atlantic. jNIr. 
iSheppuril, on bis present trip, will go to 
the Isthmus by way of this Coast and 
return by the Atlantic, r.Dd it will be .up- 
on Ilia report that the governinent will 
take action.
